The  recurring  question  ®f  govern¬ 
ment  aid  to  religious  Institutions  must 
be  faced  again  in  our  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  If  the  Federal  educational  aid 
program  becomes  law. 

The  proposed  educational  bin.  ac¬ 
cording  to  news  reports,  wUl  offer  aid 
to  religious  schools  if  they  meet  the 
educational  standards  which  wlU  be 
written  Into  the  bill. 

The  proffer  of  federal  aid  to  deno¬ 
minational  Institutions  involves  at 
once  the  traditional  American  and 
Baptist  position  with  reference  to 
separation  of  church  and  state.  It

State  Mission  Budget  Increased  By  $15,000 

Committee  Scores  Excessive  Requests  For  Aid 

The  election  of  Dr.  J.  D.  Ray  as  president  of  the  CY)nventlon  Board,  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  State  Mission  Budget  of  $228,670,  the  highest  In  Mississippi  Baptist 
history,  and  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee  to  Study  Bap¬ 
tist  Work  were  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  two  day  session  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  which  met  at  the  Baptist  Building,  Jackson,  Decem¬ 
ber  6  and  7. 

Dr.  Ray,  newly  elected  president,  has  been  a  member  of  the  Convention 
Board  for  many  years  smd  succeeds  John  D.  Davis,  layman  of  Greenville,  who 
has  served  on  the  Board  for  ten  years  and  leaves  the  Board  because  of  the  six

does  so  very  definitely  for  Baptisu 
for  our  colleges  are  a  vlUl  part  of  the’ 
denominational  program  of  Christian 
education. 

Indeed  federal  aid  to  Baptist  col¬ 
leges  may  not  only  undercut  our  posU 
tion  of  separation  of  church  and  slate 
but  it  could  also  attack  the  integrity 
of  our  message  even  on  the  campu.ses 
which  our  forefathers  have  created. 

At  a  time  when  Institutions  are 
crowded  and  some  may  attend  Bap¬ 
tist  colleges  simply  because  they  are, 
able  to  gain  admittance,  and  if  in 
addition  federal  aid  Is  offered,  there 
could  be  a  growing  challenge  to  our' 
maintenance  of  colleges  distinctively 
(Christian  and  Baptist.  ' 

Now  the  colleges  must  have  sup¬ 
port,  large  financial  support.  But  if 
they  receive  such  support  from  sources 
which  also  control,  and  in  a  manner' 
to  compromise  the  distinctive  mev 
sage  and  function  of  Baptists,  them 
they  will  have  surrendered  the  funda¬ 
mental  position  of  Baptist  colleges. 

It  appears  that  the  proposed  fede¬ 
ral  educational  program  poses  a  pro¬ 
blem  which  Baptists  generally  and 
college  administrations  particularly 
must  study  most  earefuUy.

was  called.  Pelaglanism  and  Augustine 
“smote  it  hip  and  thigh.” 

Since  the  Reformation  the  doctrine 
that  you  have  got  to  “be  good”,  or  at 
least  “do  the  best  you  can,”  has  been 
known  as  Arminlanlsm  as  opposed  to 
Calvinism.  Calvinism  teaches  Salva¬ 
tion  by  Grace.  Methodists  of  course 
preach  the  popular  doctrine  of  Armln- 
lanism. 

Unregenerate  human  nature  Is 
proud,  and  this  doctrine  takes  care 
of  that  pride,  namely:  One  may  at 
least  help  to  save  himself! 

Preachers  who  believe  this  doctrine 
have  slight  confidence  that  the  grate¬ 
ful  love  of  the  soul  redeemed  by  the 
blood  of  Jesus  will  prove  a  strong 
enough  motive  to  keep  him  in  tbe 
straight  and  narrow  way.  Therefore 
such  preachers  hold  this  big  stick 
over  their  church  members:  “If  you 
fall  to  live  up  to  It,  you  will  go  to  hell 
yet  anyway”! 

Jno.  3:36  (and  many  other  Scrip¬ 
tures)  :  “He  that  belleveth  on  the  Son 
hath  everlasting  life.”  Jesus  is  the 
one  who  does  the  saving. 

We  are  not  saved  by  not  committing 
adultery  or  murder.  Neither  are  we 
saved  by  being  quick  to  repent  each 
time  we  sin,  at  leeut  quick  enough  to 
get  In  the  penitent  prayer  for  that 
sin  before  death  catches  us.  Our  home 
in  heaven  is  quaranteed  to  us  the 
moment  we  sincerely  meet  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  repentance  toward  God  and 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  Acts  20:21. 

Salvation  and  rewards  must  not  be_ 
confused.  We-  must  depende  exclusive¬ 
ly  on  Jeans  to  get  os  inside  of  heaven’s! 
gate.  But  it  depends  upon  ns  as  to  how 
far  (so  to  speak)  we  get  inside  of  hea¬ 
ven's  gate.  Rewards  Inside  of  heaven 
will  depend  upon  how  faithfully-  on 
the  other  hand  upon  how  Chrlst-llW 
we  Uve.

state  causes  to  get  as  much  as  here¬ 
tofore. 

In  1948  stale  causes  received  tiOc 
out  of  each  Cx>-operative  program 
dollar.  In  1949  state  causes  will 
receive  only  fifty-five  cents.  This 
means  that  in  order  to  have  as 
much  money  for  state  causes,  our 
people  and  our  churches  must  con¬ 
tribute  more-  in  1949  than  they  did 
in  1918. 

For  example,  if  a  churcli  sent 
$100  in  1918  through  the  Coojiera- 
tive  program,  the  same  church  in 
1949  will  need  to  send  $110  to  the 
Cooiierative  program  in  order  for 
slate  causes  to  receive  $60  as  it 
did  in  1948.  In  other  words,  each 
church  and  individual  should  con¬ 
tribute  10  per  cent  more  in  1949 
than  in  1918. 

We  have  voted  for  a  55-15  divi¬ 
sion.  Now  let’s  back  up  our  vole 
with  our  dollars.  A  church  or  per¬ 
son  giving  the  same  in  1919  as  in 
1948  is  simply  giving  less  to  stale 
causes. 

Let  us  support  Southwide  cau.ses 
but  let  us  also  support  our  state 
causes. 

Fifty-five  and  forty-five  means 
we  should  give  ten  per  cent  more 
in  1949.

We  have  not  been  asked  by  the 
churches  for  any  advise,  but  here 
is  some  that  can  be  taken  or  ig¬ 
nored. 

Tlie  advise  is— don’t  forget  the 
hard  times  that  we  laid  in  jiaying 
the  debts  on  our  churches  and  on 
our  agencies  a  few  years  ago. 

I.awson  H.  Cooke.  Secretary  of 
tlie  Southwidc  Brotherhood,  has 
some  sane  advice  along  this  line. 
What  he  sjiys  is  written  in  a  way 
that  none  of  us  can  mis  -  under¬ 
stand.  In  fact  it  is  so  gootl  that  we 
reproduce  it  below; 

It  sounds  reasonable.  The  only 
catch  is — it  isn’t  always  true.  The 
same  child  will  stick  the  same  fin¬ 
ger  in  the  same  fire  and  get  burned 
the  second  time  worse  than  the 
first. 

A  few  years  ago  we  got  burned 
for  millions  of  dollars  in  church 
and  denominational  indebtedness. 

According  to  current  estimates 
we  have  already  stuck  our  finger 
in  the  same  fire  to  the  tune  of 
nearly  fifty  million  dollars  of 
building  indebtedness.  And  in 
some  cases  the  debts  are  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  financial 
sources  of  the  churches..  This 
means  that  church  budgets  will 
be  seriously  strained  for  many 
years  in  order  to  take  care  of  the 
carrying  charges  and  installment 
payments  on  these  debts.  Missions 
will  consequently  and  inevitably 
suffer  a  severe  setback. 

.  .The  most  dangerous  time  for 
church  expansion  is  during  a  per¬ 
iod  of  inflation.  That  is  the  time  to 
save  so  that  later  on  the  needed  ex¬ 
pansions  and  improvements  can 
be  had  under  more  stable  econo¬ 
mic  conditions,  and  when  the 
money  saved  can  boy  maybe  twice 
as  much  as  it  will  buy  today. 

It  is  much  easier  to  save  than  it 
is  to  pay  debts.  Anyway,  it  is 
better  to  be  safe  than  sorry. 
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A  Lutheran  Lesson 

According  to  the  Religious  News 
I  service  article  printed  below,  the 
!  Lutherans  are  looking  ahead.  Bap- 
i  lists  need  to  do  likewise, 
i  Tlie  American  Lulliern  Church 
is  planning  a  $1,000,000  reserve 
I  fund  to  take  care  of  the  work  when 
-  the  inevitable  depression  comes, 
I  whether  in  a  short  while  or  a  long 
r  while. 

I  Many  of  us  remember  the  tragic 


days  of  our  foreign  mission  work, 
as  well  as  the  depression  debts.  We 
need  to  leurn  from  the  business 
world.  Business  concerns  have  a 
reserve  to  lake  care  of  the  time 
when  business  is  slack  and  ex¬ 
penses  arc  high.  Our  denomina¬ 
tional  organizations,  and  local 
churches  sliould  do  likewise. 

But  read  about  the  plan  below. 

FREMONT,  Ohio  — (RNS)—  A 
new  fihancial  policy,  designed  to 
provide  a  ’'cushion”  in  the  event 
of  an  economic  collapse,  was 
Lutheran  Church,  which  also  ap¬ 
proved  a  1949  budget  of  $1,905,- 
880. 

Under  the  plan,  a  reserve  or 
operating  capital  fund  of  $1,000,- 
000  is  provided.  It  will  be  possible 
to  spend  only  25  per  cent  of  this 
amount  in  any  one  year  for  under¬ 
writing  fixed  budgets. 

This  means  that  in  the  event 
contributions  from  church  mem¬ 
bers  fail  off  sharply  there,  will  be 
a  fund  available  with  which  to  sus¬ 
tain  current  work  while  steps  are 
being  taken  to  retrench,  if  that  be¬ 
comes  necessary.

Now  and  then,  Baptist  and  Reflec¬ 
tor  “talks  shop.”  It  does  so  now.  The 
reason  Is  that  there  Is  a  short-sight¬ 
edness  on  the  part  of  some  which 
ought  to  be  chafed  to  long-sighted¬ 
ness. 

Churches  provide  Sunday  School 
quarterlies  and  other  departmental 
literature  for  their  constituency,  pay¬ 
ing  for  them  with  funds  contributed 
by  the  constituency  and  handled  by 
treasurer.  The  purchase  thereof  Is 
taken  for  granted.  If  some  quarterlies 
are  discarded  or  imused,  the  feeling  Is 
that  sufficient  use  Is  made  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  to  warrant  the  total  purcha.se. 

This  Is  longsightedness,  common 
sense  suid  religion.  The  view  is  entitled 
to  this  literature  and  that  the  church 
ought  to  provide  It.  If  some  quarterlies 
are  discarded  or  unused,  no  one  Is  so 
foolish  as  to  suggest  that  the  church 
stop  providing  the  literature. 

Some  Baptist  church  members  are 
long-sighted  on  quarterlies  and  short¬ 
sighted  on  their  state  paper.  Baptist 
And  Reflector. 

If  some  copies  of  the  paper  are 
found  discarded  or  unused,  these 
members  begin  to  quibble  and  to  de¬ 
mand  that  the  paper  be  dropped  from 
the  budget.  Probably  they  could  find 
more  discarded  quarterlies  than  copies 
of  the  paper.  Why  do  they  not  pick  up 
a  lot  of  these  and  go  into  the  buslneM 
session  of  the  church  and  demand 
that  the  church  quit  providing  quar¬ 
terlies?  Why  be  fair  toward  quarter¬ 
lies  and  unfair  toward  their  own 
paper? 

There  are  some  things  presented  in 
Baptist  And  Reflector  which  are  also 
presented  In  the  quarterlies,  but  In  a 
somewhat  different  way.  If  thes*

Coming  weekly,  the  state  paper 
comes  oftener  than  the  quarterly. 
Since  it  presents  more  material.  It 
naturally  costs  more.  But  even  then, 
at  the  present  schedule  of  prices,  on 
the  budget  plan  the  paper  costs  only 
2  1-2  cents  a  week  per  family.  And  if 
a  church  wants  to  do  so.  It  can  ask  Its 
people  to  put  u  little  extra  Into  the 
treasury  to  take  care  of  the  paper,  as 
Is  done  in  the  case  of  quarterlies. 

The  paper  in  the  homes  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  means  a  better  informed  people. 
‘This  means  more  money  for  the 
church  and  for  the  denomination. 
Surely  this  Justifies  the  expenditure 
of  2  1-2  cento  a  week  per  family  I 
The  promotion  of  Sunday  School 
and  other  departmental  work  In  the 
state  through  the  paper  helps  In  the 
growth  of  schools  and  other  depart¬ 
ments  in  the  churches.  This  means 
a  larger  demand  for  departmental 
literature.  To  turn  the  cold  shoulder 
to  the  paper  is  to  throttle  the  chief 
promotional  publication  among  our 
people  In  relation  to  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  work  In  which  surely  Baptist 
churches  are  Interested.

Slovak  Police  Close 
Baptist  Churches 

PRAGUE  — tRNS)—  Cxech  Protes¬ 
tant  church  bodies  have  protested  the 
closing  of  ten  Baptist  churches  in 
Slovakia  by  local  police  officials. 

Church  leaders  here  said  It  was  not 
clear  why  the  churches  were  closed, 
but  some  expressed  belief  that  the  po¬ 
lice  action  was  caused  by  susplclbn 
that  the  churches,  which  are  not 
State-recognized,  were  ‘'subversive  or 
under  foreign  Influence.” 

One  of  the  groups  protesting  the 
closings  was  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
Slovakia,  which  adopted  a  resolution 
interceding  from  the  Baptist  congre¬ 
gations. 

The  Federal  Council  of  Protestant 
Churches  here  sent  letters  of  protest 
to  the  Ministry  of  Interior,  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Education  and  Cults  and  the 
Central  Action  Committee  replied  by 
saying  the  matter  would  be  investi¬ 
gated. 

Another  action  taken  by  the  Council 
was  to  send  Dr.  Joseph  Bartak,  a 
Methodist,  who  is  secretary  of  the 
church  body,  to  discuss  the  situation 
with  an  official  of  the  Slovak  govehi- 
ment  who  Is  to  charge  of  church  af¬ 
fairs.  Dr.  Bartak  said  he  was  assured 
by  the  official  that  the  matter  would 
be  Investigated  and  “righted.” 

Dr.  Bartak  stressed  to  the  Slovak 
official  that  closing  of  the  Baptist 
churches  was  not  only  in  conflict  wHh 
the  constitution  but  would  have  “bad 
repercussions  abroad.”  He  al.so  pointed 
ouL  he  said,  that  suspicion  of  the 
Baptists  in  Cxechoslovakla  b  unfound¬ 
ed  and  that  Baptists,  in  the  Unit^ 
States  especially,  have  been  active  in 
promoting  the  cause  of  world  peace.

One  of  the  largest  Extension  depart¬ 
ments  that  we  have  a  record  of  is  in 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Richmond, 
Va.  Three  hundred  members,  all  re¬ 
gularly  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  school, 
are  ministered  to  by  35  visitors  in  this 
great  church.  Through  the  30  years 
that  this  Extension  Apartment  has 
been  successfully  operated,  scores 
have  been  transferred  into  the  regu¬ 
lar  classes  of  the  Sunday  school. 

Over  three  mlllian  adults  in  our 
Convention  territory  cannot  attend 
Sunday  school  because  of  age,  health, 
or  Sunday  work.  A  goal  has  been  set 
to  re^ph  50,000  of  these  this  year.  A 
minimum  of  ten  for  each  church 
seems  reasonable  and  right. 

Surely  the  churches  of  Mississippi 
will  accept  this  challenge  to  go  as 
Jesus  went,  into  the  homes  and  places 
of  business,  through  the  Extension  de¬ 
partment.

It  was  also  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  that 
churches  make  appllcathms  for  more 
aaonles  than  are  actually  needed  and 
the  Committee  felt  that  churches 
ahould  refrain  from  such  practices.

The  report  on  Church  Building 
Beangelism  was  presented  by  Her. 
Ck>rdon  Sansing  and  adopted  as  fol¬ 
lows:

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The  Committee  reported  that  many 
of  the  churches  making  application 
for  building  aid  and  pastoral  aid  fail¬ 
ed  to  properly  fill  obt  the  application 
Manks.

Because  of  the  limited  amount  of 
funds  avallabte.  we  are  not  able  to 
recommend  any  new  work  being  be¬ 
gun  at  any  school.  We  recommend  that 
the  budget  of  $13,000  be  allocated  as

Dr.  Charles  Treadway  presented  the 
report  on  Ministers  Retirement.

Retirement  Plan  and  of  the  approxi¬ 
mate  750  pastors,  only  520  are  in  the 
plan.  There  are  120  participating  in 
the  Widows  Supplemental  Annuity 
Plan.  The  Committee  recommended:

8.  In  lieu  ot  the  absence  of  the  bead 
of  this  department,  and  of  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Nominations  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  the  action  of  the  Convention 
Board  of  last  evening,  we  make  no  re¬ 
commendations.  However,  we  beg  to 
register  our  unanimous  hope  that  the 
splendid  progress  already  made  in  this 
field  of  our  work  will  be  maintained  and 
accelerated  under  tbe  new  unification 
plan.

men  organizations.  The  committee  * 
commended  the  Southeast  Seminary  f* 
at  Hattiesburg  In  the  matter  of  re- 
quest  for  a  donation  of  $2,00Q  for  their  P 
needy  and  worthy  work  there. 

The  report  on  Temperance,  Chinese  ■ 
and  Indian  work  was  read  by  Rev.  I 
F.  V.  McFatridge  and  the  following  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  committee  were  ^ 
adopted:  “We  have  reviewed  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  work  of  the  Temperance  * 
Department  and  ctanmend  Dr.  Hoi- 
comb  for  his  activities.  We  rejoice  In  ^ 
the  "progress  made  In  arousing  ^ 
public  sentiment  toward  the  more  ^ 
stringent  enforcement  of  our  liquor  ^ 
laws,  and  of  our  responsibility  as 
Christian  citizens  In  encouraging  and 
aiding  our  law  enforcement  officials 
in  this  matter.”

MOTHER,  CHILDREN 
COMMIT  SUICIDE

STUTTGART,  Germany  —  A  mother 
and  her  two  (^ildren  have  done  away 
with  tl^emselves  in  the  Russian  Zone 
of  Germany  because  they  could  not 
face  a  dismal  tomorrow  with  no  food 
and  Inadequate  clothing.  They  pre¬ 
ferred  to  die  quickly  rather  than 
starve  to  death  slowly. 

This  is  Just  one  of  many  stories  told 
to  me  by  Baptist  pastors  during  my 
recent  trip  to  learn  the  conditions  that 
actually  exist  behind  the  “iron  cur¬ 
tain."  We  often  bear  remarks  that 
conditions  in  the  Russian  Zone  are 
much  worse  than  they  are  in  the 
Western  Zones  of  Germany.  That, 
however,  doesn't  tell  us  much.  I  was 
eager  to  hear  something  specific  and 
concrete  on  this  point  from  people 
who  ought  to  know  because  they 
live  in  the  Russian  Zone.  I  do  not  wish 
to  mention  names  of  people  or  places 
because  such  mention  nUght  Involve 
friends  who  live  in  the  Russian  Zone. 

Some  Baptist  pastors  from  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Zone  tell  me  that  malnutrition  of 
children  In  the  Zone  has  reached  a 
catastrophic  point.  A  man  whom  we 
shall  call  pastor  "B”  told  me  he  no¬ 
ticed  that  less  and  less  children  came 
to  the  Sunday  School  of  his  church. 
Upon  investigation,  he  learned  that 
many  of  these  children  could  not  come 
because  they  were  simply  too  weak 
from  undernourishment  to  walk  the 
distance  from  their  home  to  the 
church.  In  Simday  School  one  of  the 
boys  prayed:  “Dear  God,  I  wish  I 
could  eat  enough  Just  once.”  It  was 
this  pastor  who  told  me  of  the  mother 
and  children  who  killed  themselves.

WASHING'TON,  D.  C.—<RNS>— Re¬ 
versing  their  sUnd  of  ten  years  ago, 
the  Association  of  Stattotlciana  of 
American  Religious  Bodies  rejected  a 
plan  to  include  religious  questions  in 
the  1950  general  national  census. 

By  an  overwhelming  margin  the 
group,  meeting  here,  threw  out  a  pro¬ 
posal  offered  by  Dr.  Louis  Kenedy  of 
New  York,  statistical  expert-  for  the 
Homan  CathoUe  Church.  He  had  re¬ 
commended  the  following  three  ques-

takers  in  1950: 

(1)  Do  you  believe  In  God?  (2)  Are 
you  affiliated  with  any  church  group?

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo. — IBP) — Adop-  j 

tion  of  a  Million -Dollar  Cooperative 
Program  for  1949  was  a  feature  of  the 
114th  session  of  the  Missouri  Baptist 
General  Association.  This  program,  the 
Urgeat  in  the  history  of  the  denomi- 
naUon.  provides  that,  after  certain  de¬ 
ductions  for  administration  and  pub¬ 
licity,  all  undesignated  gifts  win  be 
divided  50-50  between  sUte  and 
Bouthwlde  causes.

Arkonsos  Baptists  Neor  End 
Of  Honor  Debt  Repayment 

UTTUS  ROCK,  Ark.— (BP)— Anoth¬ 
er  year  may  see  Arkansas  Baptists 
cmnpletely  redeem  themselves  of  a  $!*■ 
250,000  Indebtedness  settled  on  a  com¬ 
promise  basis  in  the  depression  year 
1937. 

Dr.  B.  L.  Bridges.  sUte  executive 
secretary,  told  the  Arkansas  Baptist 
State  Convention  at  lU  annual  meet¬ 
ing  here  that  only  $185,000  remains  to 
be  repaid. 

The  Indebtedness  had  been  legally 
settled  during  the  depression  on  a 
compromise  basis  of  one- third  repay¬ 
ment,  meaning  that  note  and  bond 
holders  lost  about  $700,000.  Baptist 
consciences  prompted  the  Convention 
In  1948.  however,  to  reassume  this  un¬ 
paid  balance  as  a  “moral  obligation.” 
Payments  are  being  made  through  a 
state  convention  budget  Item  and  de¬ 
signated  contributions. 

A  record  budget  of  $597,000  was 
adopted  by  the  Convention  for  its 
1949  program,  divided  80  per  cent  for 
state  causes  and  40  per  cent  for  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  Cooperative 
Piograa.

Shown  thereon  Is  a 
list  of  27  people  who  had  subscribed 
for  the  Baptist  Record.  A  check  of 
the  present  Coldwater  list  shows  only 
seven  of  those  people  now  getting  the 
Record.  As  Coldwater  Is  an  EIVERY 
FAMILY  church,  that  probably  Indi¬ 
cates  that  most  of  the  others  have 
either  died  or  have  moved  away. 

Assisting  Dr.  Chastain  In  securing 
the  subscribers  was  the  beloved  Rev. 
L.  E.  Lightsey.  Concerning  Dr.  Light- 
sey.  Dr.  Chastain  writes,"  Bro.  Light¬ 
sey  had  not  retired  from  the  ministry, 
as  there  was  no  Minister’s  Retirement 
plan,  such  as  we  have  today.  He  put 
in  a  long  life  as  a  faithful  preacher, 
yet  he  wsis  under  compulsion  to  get 
out  and  hustle  subscriptions  for  the 
Baptist  Record,  which  he  obtained  the 
hard  way,  one  by  one,  as  there  was  no 
EVERY  FAMILY  plan. 

“This  list  represents  well  over  half 
of  the  then  active  resident  church 
families  but  at  that  time  we  had  to 
get  $lf»0  per  subscription. 

"This  pastor,  like  other  pastors  who 
believed  in  the  Baptist  Record,  would 
go  fetch  Bro.  lightsey  from  his  last 
port  of  call,  and  after  he  had  spent 
two  nights  and  one  day  with  us,  we 
often  carried  him  to  his  next  appoint¬ 
ment,  If  he  had  any.  If  not,  we  would 
go  and  try  to  sell  the  next  pastor  on 
the  value  of  taking  Bro.  Lightsey 
around  among  his  members,  soliciting 
subscriptions. 

"That  was  the  best  we  could  do  in 
those  days,  but  it  was  well  worth  the 
effort.  And  if  you  had  not  devised  a 
betters  plan,  I’d  do  it  again  the  hard 
way,  rather  than  do  without  the  Re¬ 
cord.” 

Editor’s  note:  We  did  not  devise 
the  EVERY  FAMILY  plan.  The  idea 
for  is  came  as  a  direct  answer  to 
prayer.

Catholic  Paper  Chollenges 
New  Orleans  Protestant  Poll 

NEW  ORLEANS— (RNS)— A  recent 
Protestant  poll  that  found  Greater 
New  Orleans  is  51.4  per'cent  Protes¬ 
tant  was  challenged  here  by  Catholic 
Action  of  the  South,  official  organ  of 
the  archdiocense. 

Asserting  that  the  city  "is  not  51.4 
per  cent  Protestant,”  an  editorial  In 
the  Catholic  Journal  said  flatly  that 
"Protestants  do  no  outnumber  Catho¬ 
lics  in  this  area." 

"There  may  be  more  non-Cathollcs 
than  Catholics  in  our  metropolitan 
area,”  It  added,  "but  there  are  de¬ 
finitely  not  more  Protestants  than 
Catholics.”  _ 

The  poll  sponsored  by  the  New  Or¬ 
leans  Council  of  Churches,  had  indi¬ 
cated  that  New  Orleans  was  51.4  per 
cent  Protestant  or  of  Protestant  lean¬ 
ing;  47  3  Catholic  or  of  Catholic  lean¬ 
ing.  and  1.3  per  cent  Jewish. 

Breaking  down  these  percentages, 
the  Council  poll  listed  57,112  white 
persons  as  Protestant  church  mem¬ 
bers,  and  124,888  who  were  described 
as  having  Protestant  leanings.  It  list¬ 
ed  237,000  persons  as  white  Catho¬ 
lics.  It  also  said  80  per  cent  of  the 
195,000  Negroes  in  this  area  were  Pro¬ 
testant. 

"We  used  the  word  ’about’  because 
the  figures  published  are  in  nearly 
all  cases  only  estimates,”  the  paper 
said.  "It  must  be  remembered  that 
not  every  family  in  New  Orleans  was 
approached  during  the  religious  cen¬ 
sus.
